Genenil  President  \V.  J.  Shields  called  the  Fifth  General  Convention  to  order, 
and  in  a  few  brief  remarks  welcometi  tfie  delegates,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  their 
delil>erations  might  bi*  of  Ix-aefit  to  the  lirotherhtKnl. 

Acting  Mayor  J.  Coxsidink  wjis  then  introduced,  and  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of 
Detroit,  he  extended  a  cordial  and  hearty  welcome  to  the  delegates. 

In  behalf  of  the  organized  lal)or  of  Detroit,  Mr  Samukl  Goldwater,  President 
of  the  Detroit  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  made  a  neat  address  of  greeting,  which  was 
well  receive<l.    The  address  is  as  follows  : 


Hr.  Pretident  and  Repre^fntatii  t^ii  of  the  Cnrj^nirrs  and  Joiners  of  North  America: 

CJ  K NTLEMEV— In  behalf  of  ortfnniztil  lab«>r  of  Ibis  ciiy,  marshalled  under  the  banner  of  the  Amer- 
ican Keileration  of  La»>or.  I  heartily  Kr»*«*t  you  as  brother  pit>ue<jrs  in  the  ^reat  emancipating  work 
now  upheaving  all  nations,  from  one  end  or  tlie  f^lobe  to  the  other.  Comparatively  new  as  your 
ort(anization  is,  the  brotherhood— which  haM  been  no  hollow  mockery  with  you,  but  which  you  car- 
ried out  in  principle,  giving  it  its  real  practical  value-has.  in  a  few  years,  made  a  greater  &tride 
towards  economic  equity  than  most  similar  organizations  of  longer  standing.  Your  accomplish- 
ments are  many,  and  not  to  be  undervalued.  Tlie  history  of  the  carpenters  and  joiners  is  well 
known  to  us.  We  remember  well  when  they  had  to  work  for  the  price  or  a  dollar  and  a  quarter  per 
day.  We  also  rememlier  when  they  bad  to  put  in  a  work  day  from  twelve  to  thirteen  hours  at  that 
pittance  of  wages.  The  miserable  condition  in  which  the  present  members  were  placed  in  case  of 
accident,  where  family  ruin  and  despair  on  every  baud  awaited  them,  is  as  yet  fre^h  in  our  mem- 
ory, A  charitable  hoepital  and  a  pauper's  grave  at  best  were  their  only  reward  for  giving  up 
their  lives  to  society's  comfort.  The  onranization  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  has  not  been  an 
Idle  spectator  of  ibe  labor  movement.  We  noticed  with  great  satisfaction  the  progressive  march  of 
the  brotherhood.  Much  you  have  accomplished  in  the  past,  yet  much  more  is  to  be  accomplished 
bj  the  organisation  in  tlie  future,  not  only  that  the  present  wage^  may  be  maintained,  but  in  order 
to  gradually  commence  at  the  abolition  of  the  wage  system,  which  unmercifully  cla>sifle«  all  Mork- 
ingmen  as  common  chattels,  and  prices  them  in  accordance  to  the  mercantile  law  of  supply  and 
demand.  The  reduction  of  the  hours  of  lat>or  should  be  looked  for.  Every  new  improved  machine 
di><placinar  your  members  should  be  met  bv  a  comparative  reduction  of  the  work  day.  As  your 
organization  is  one  of  the  most  powerful,  the  adoption  of  the  eight  hour  work  day  by  the  same 
would  no  doubt  hare  a  beneflcial  influence  over  all  the  others. 

Should  this  recommendation  find  do  favor  with  the  delegates  present,  pardon  me  for  my  utter- 
ances, for  it  came  from  an  honest  desire  to  push  towards  progre<cs.  Remember  that  your  magnifi- 
cent organisation  and  its  great  influence  ill  chiefly  due  to  recommendations  and  agitation.  I  well 
remember  that  a  young  carpenter  for  years  back,  whose  hair  is  now  ^ray.  has  tramped  through 
this  city  and  through  our  broad  land  to  organize  and  stivngtheu  organizations.  I  rcmemt)er,  also, 
that  he  tramped  through  here  almost  barefooted  and  with  an  tmptv  stomach.  You  fouiKl  iu  him 
a  profltable  teacher  and  good  organiser.  You,  and  all  organizea  labor,  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  P.  J.  McQulre,  your  Secretary.  In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  I  hope  yuur  deliberation 
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may  not  only  be  a  harmonious  on<».  \mt  that  It  may  m«rke<l  by  th«  wi^e  countu'l  <.f  the  «l»'U'(faU'«i 
prtrseiit.  Oentleuieu,  in  iH'hair  the  TradeHainl  Ijibor  Coimcil  of  thin  city,  I  hcariily  tliiiuk  yan  t<tr 
your  kind  attention,  and  heruwitli  witili  >uu  every  Hucct-Kh.

Rf solved,  That  our  delegates  present  this  protest  to  the  conTeniion,  and  use  all  honorable 
means  to  carry  out  its  provisions.

FiLDEW  (Detroit)  moved  Section  I  of  the  terms  of  consolidation  l>e  adopted 
as  read. 

Bro*.  PniLir  (Cleveland)  moved  to  amend  that  the  title  of  "United  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  of  America"  be  stricken  out  and  the  words  "  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America"  be  inserted  in  the  terms. 

Bro.  W11.8ON  (Los  Angeles)  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  to  read  "United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America."  On  vote,  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment  was  declared  lost. 

The  <iUcstion  recurred  on  the  amendment,  which  was  adopted  by  a  large  majority, 
and  JUS  the  amendment  took  the  place  of  the  original  motion,  the  Convention  decided 
to  retain  the  name  of  "  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  America."

J.  B.  Lennon,  General  Secretary  of  the  Journeymen  Tailors'  National 
Union,  asking  the  delegates  to  use  their  influence  to  organize  Tailors'  Unions  in  their 
rcixpective  localities.  Received  and  referred  favorably  to  the  delegates  to  comply

5«xmd— We  further  submit  to  you  for  your  decision  the  apnilcations  for  charters  of  the  Pro- 
frressive  Carpenters  No.  i,  K  of  L.,of  Broolclyn,  N.  Y.,  and  of  tlie  Stuih,  Blind  and  Doormaliers' 
Union^  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

TAtrd— We  ask  action  in  your  body  on  the  communications  of  a  body  of  machine  wood  work- 
ers, known  as  **Tbe  Woodpeckers  Association  "  of  New  York,  wtiich  desirtts  to  afTiliate  with  our 
Brotheriiood. 

Fourth— also  refer  to  you  the  communication  of  the  International  Union  of  Cabinet  Makers, 
in  reptrd  to  a  mutual  interchanjite  of  cards. 

Fifth— Vfe  have  di8approve«l  of  the  bill  of  Bros.  J.  McKencie  and  D.  W.  Parker,  of  Union  18, 
Hamilton,  for  the  sum  or  9I9H.  for  serTices  rendcre<l,  and  iit  coiisequ*-uca  of  ttiu  Hamilton  loclcout. 
We  believe  the  bill  to  be  exorbitant,  and,  the  Convention  being  close  at  hand,  wecou;iider  your  body 
the  proper  party  to  pass  on  this  bill. 

Sixth— yfe  regret  to  have  to  prfPcnt  charges  to  this  Convention  against  Union  132,  Richmond, 
Va.,  for  Issuing  a  circular  to  the  Local  Union-*  of  our  Brotherhood,  abusive  of  thw  actions  of  the  E. 
B.,  and  calculated  to  arouse  distrust  am<iu);  the  iifwer  Unions,  unacquainted  with  the  workings  of 
our  Brotheriiood.   The  action  of  188  in  iliis  ctise.  >ve  believe,  merits  at  lea^t  the  severest  censure. 

Seventh— Among  the  claims  this  K.  B.  have  disapproved,  we  would  recommend  payment  of  the 
Robert  Hopkins  claim  for  $100,  and  the  Mrs.  A.  Doran  claim  for  ^.V),  for  tbe  reason  that  these  claims 
were  disapproved  on  the  sixty  days'  time  limit,  under  tho  pi  esei.t  Constitution,  and  prior  to  the 
Unions  having  received  copies  of  the  same,  and  before  they  bad  btn^ome  conversant  with  the  laws. 
Under  the  laws  at)  they  art*,  we  could  not  do  otherwise  than  disapprove  these  claims. 

Eighth— To  facilitate  the  deliberations  of  your  body  we  lia\e  prepared  a  t<eriesof  amendmeutt 
to  the  Constitutiou  and  Ia^'bX  KuleH  of  the  B  ,  and  we  submit  the  same  to  you  for  your  considera- 
tion, not  in  any  tpirit  of  dictation,  but  simply  as  a  groundwork  for  further  amendment  and 
improvement,  and  as  a  summary  of  the  desires  of  various  local  Unions,  as  expressed  to  the  E.  B., 
and  as  found  necessary  by  otir  experience  during  our  term  o£  office  iu  the  past  nineteen  months  as 
members  of  the  £.  B.  Signed  for  the  0.  K.  B.

'Jo  the  Offitt  ra  aiul  Ihltgales  of  the  Fifth  General  (invention  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joit*erH  of  yhiuriai,  GKEETING: 


Brotbes^:— Aicain  we  meet  in  Ck>nvention.  to 
review  the  work  of  tbe  pMt  and  to  legislate 
wisely  and  make  pruvlsion  for  the  future.  Two 
years  hare  rolled  hy  sin-je  last  wu  met  in  Con- 
vention, in  Buffalo,  and  these  have  been  two 
years  of  arduous  and  unremitting  work;  and  in 
that  time  what  a  wondrous  growth  we  have  had. 
Our  roster  of  local  unions  has  increased,  and  our 
roll  of  membershiH  has  grown  to  marvelous  and 
gigantic  proportiuns.  unparalleled,  in  like  time, 
by  any  otner  trade  union  on  earth,  and  surpassing 
in  siM  all  other  siMier  organizations. 

Standing,  as  we  do.  at  the  threshold  of  the 
eighth  year  of  our  life  as  an  Order,  we  can  look 
back  upon  the  labors  of  the  past  seven  years, 
and  find  much  t  >  emult  iu.  The  ncattered  threads 
have  been  woven  into  a  compact  net-work  of  or- 
ganization, with  vast  financial  resources;  the 
chaotic  elements  of  our  craft  have  been  trained 
into  a  disciplined  force  tried  in  many  a  sturdy 
struggle;  the  isolate<l  and  fk«gmentary  local  so- 
cieties of  carpenters  have  l>een  brought  all  under 
one  head;  the  wages  have  been  advanced  in  hun- 
dreds of  cities:  the  boon  of  reduced  hoursof  labor 
has  come  to  hlcm  scores  of  towns,  and  the  black 
shadow  and  gloom  of  death  has  been  relieved  in 
many  a  home  by  tho  awistanoe  we  have  rendered 
the  widowe4i  and  fatherless,  while  the  fair  name 
and  fiuiie  of  the  Brt>therhood  of  Carpenters  have 
extended  far  and  wide. 

To  you.  as  offioem  and  delegates,  remains  the 
exalted  dignity  of  advancing  liiis  work  by  y<  ur 
labors  in  this  Convention;  on  you  rests  the 
honored  duty  of  here  enacting  such  laws  as  will 
promote  the  inlere»t8  of  the  entire  Order,  and 
still  further  slimulate  its  growth  and  power.  In 
this  eflr.»rt  1  trust  your  deliberations  will  be  at- 
tended by  the  utmost  harmony  and  good-will, 
and  that  your  labors  may  meet  with  the  hearty 
approbation  of  the  thousands  of  Brotherhood 
men  throughout  the  land.  .    .     <  * 

As  the  humble  founder  of  this  Brotherhood,  I 
sharo  with  you  an  honorable  pride  in  iiH  pros- 
perity and  progress,  and  take  this  occa*.ion  to 
thank  the  delegates  her*  asueuibled,  and  the 
officers  and  member*  of  all  our  local  unions,  for 
tbe  hearty  co-operation  they  have  given  me  in 
the  grand  and  exalted  work  of  uniting  and  ad- 
vancing the  carpenters  ss  a  era  il. 

And  Sow,  in  Conformity  to  the  ConstituUon,  I 
Vg  leave  to  submit  to  you  mv  Biennial  Re- 
Dort  as  General  Secretary  for  the  term  of  two 
?2mi^ndinff  June  SOih,  1^8.  1  bespeak  for  it 
ySS7m«t  a?t^Hve  oon'siderstion  and  trust  it 
may  nrove  worth v  of  your  appr«»VHl. 

On  Adjust  1,1885, 1  submitted  my  Seventh  An- 
nijiS  aSport  ti  the  local  unions,  a  few  copies  of 
SSich  aJThtro  for  the  ^^forrv^'^not  ^eM^-^ 
gates.   But  to  make  my  report  more  complete 


and  satisfactory,  I  shall  summarize  the  main  fea- 
tures of  last  year's  report  with  this  year's.  At 
best,  all  I  can  do  is  to  briefly  recapitulate  and 
summarize  the  principal  events  of  interest  in  the 
past  two  years,  as  it  is  needless  to  go  into  the  de- 
tails which,  from  time  to  time,  have  been  pub- 
lished in  our  Journal. 

CONDITION  OP  TBADE. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  fairly  busy  sea- 
sons for  the  building  iradeH,  but  busy  as  they 
have  been,  only  iittle  of  the  benefits  have  come 
to  the  journeymen  carpenters,  and  that  little  has 
come  onlv  where  they  have  organized  and 
claimed  fairer  consideration.  The  overcrowding 
of  the  carpenter  trade,  however,  ia  everywhere 
the  source  of  complaint,  particularly  in  Califor- 
nia, and  in  the  booming  towns  of  the  West  and 
South.  In  these  cases  much  of  the  overcrowding 
is  due  to  the  newspaper  advertining  done  by 
scheming  speculHtorn  and  unprincipled  contrac- 
tors, whose  sole  desire  is  to  overcrowd  the  labor 
market  and  reduce  wagef.  In  other  cases,  where 
carpenters  have  been  in  demand,  the  wages  have 
been  by  no  means  in  proportion  to  the  work,  for 
the  craft  ia  literally  overt-locked  with  many  men 
who  crowd  into  it  regardless  of  previous  train- 
ing, and  without  havinsr  served  any  apprentice- 
ship. The  «e  are  eviln  which  demand  energetic 
action  at  the  hands  of  this  Convention. 

M£MBi!]RBHIF. 

When  a  handful  of  men  met  together  in  Chi- 
cago, Aug.  1*2,  1881,  in  tbe  First  Convention  of 
the  Brotherhood,  there  were  only  12  cities,  and 
2,042  men  represented.  Now,  to-day,  though  only 
peven  years  old,  our  Order  assembles  in  Conven- 
tion with  464  local  unions  in  good  standing,  and 
62,240  enrolled  members,  of  whom  31,916  are  in 
good  standing  and  benefits.  In  the  past  two 
yeara  wo  have  expended  in  death  and  aisability 
bentrfits  the  sum  of  $35,025.16,  making  a  total  of 
f53,6;5.l6  paid  out  in  benefits  from  our  Oeneral 
Office  in  the  few  years  the  system  has  been  in 
vogue. 

At  the  Buffalo  Convention,  two  years  ago,  we 
then  felt  proud  to  report  177  local  unions  in  good 
standing,  with  21,423  members — a  gain  of  1-10 
unions  in  two  years.  But  in  the  past  two  year.i. 
our  gain  far  exceeda  that,  for  it  amouuia  to  2^1 
new  unions  more  than  we  had  two  years  ago. 
and  an  addition  of  10,493  more  members  in  gmxl 
standing,  being  in  reality  a  gain  of  260  per  cent, 
more  unions,  and  60  per  cent,  more  members. 

The  great  eight-hour  aftitation  in  May,  1886, 
contriituted  largelv  to  our  growth  that  year, 
principally  in  the  large  cities  where  initiations 
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took  place  then  at  the  rate  of  100  to  200  a  meet- 
ing. But,  with  the  ezoilemeut  of  that  agitation 
subdued,  the  membership  in  such  cities  h»» 
dropped  down  to  normal  proportions;  conse- 
quently, the  gains  we  have  had.  and  the  increases 
we  have  made,  are  the  product  of  a  slow  and 
natural  growth  .always  the  most  nafe  and  reliable.

THE  EXTENT  OP  OUB  OBGANI* 
ZATION. 

Our  Organisation,  with  its  464  local  unions, 
now  extends  over  every  Stste  and  Territory  in 
the  United  States,  and  inoludesseveral  Provinces 
of  Oanada,  covering,  in  iu  jurisdiction  in  all,  881 
cities.  Of  the  461  local  unions,  80  of  them  trans- 
set  their  business  in  the  German  language  6  in 
French.  4  in  Scandinavian,  3  in  Bohemian,  and  1 
in  Polish;  18  of  them  are  located  in  Canada,  87 
are  on  the  PactAc  Coast,  68  are  in  the  Southern 
States  (11  of  which  are  composed  exclusively  of 
colored  men).  63  are  located  in  the  New  England 
States.  128  in  the  Middle  States,  and  160  are  in 
the  Western  States.  Three  of  the  anions  are  com 
poeed  exclusively  of  planlng-mlU  bands,  and  2 
more    — »-  wu-j  — ^  ^- 


The  total  meml>ership  above  stated  is  only  of 
tnose  in  good  standing,  and  for  v.'hich  the  local 
unions  pay  per  capita  tax  to  the  General  Offlce. 
The  above  report  for  1888 includes  25  local  lodges 
of  the  United  Order  and  their  membership  of 
aSOOin  good  standing.  In  addition  to  this,  we 
have  8yt  Isolated  Members  in  13  cities,  where 
there  are  no  local  unions,  who  send  dues  to  the 
O.S.

Unions  37,  75  and  ^ were  suspended  under 
the  law  for  not  holding  any  ueetiriga  in  a  month. 
Unions  112,  141.  175,  18:i,  184  and  2<i8  were  auspen- 
ded  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Tnion  44.  of 
Waterbury,  lapsed  through  undertaking  an  un- 
timely strike  in  oppoHition  to  the  advice  of  the 
E.  B.  The  balance  of  19  unions  lapsed,  In  msny 
oases,  through  dullnean  cf  trade,  causing  the 
leading  and  active  men  of  the  unions  to  remove 
elsewhere  fur  work,  while,  in  the  other  inntances, 
the  lownetts  of  the  monthly  dues,  and  the  f mall 
size  of  the  towns,  contributed  to  the  downfall  of 
the  unions. 

BSPORTB  FBOM  liOCAli  niIION& 

As  a  rule,  the  reports  of  the  Financial  Secre- 
taries and  Trustees  of  the  local  unions,  to  my 
office,  are  sent  in  more  promptly  than  was  for- 
merlv  the  practice,  though,  in  numerous  cases, 
the  Trustees'  reports  from  local  u  lions  are  noi 
properly  filled  out  or  never  sent  at  all.  In  course 
of  time,  however,  it  is  to  be  ezpected  the  vslue 
of  attending  to  these  reports  will  be  universally 
reoognized  by  the  local  unions.  The  reports 
sent  in  show  more  than  half  the  local  unions  are 
charging  $2  or  more  for  initiation- fee,  andSOcts. 
or  more  for  monthly  dues,  while  a  large  pro- 
portion hold  weekly  meetings,  snd  pay  sick 
benefits,  ranging  from  10  to  26  weeks  per  year.at 
from  $4  to  $6  per  week.  In  aick  benefits  the  sum 
of  $12.(100  was  spent  the  past  two  years,  making 
over  8100  (X)0  sick  benefits  spent  in  six  years. 
Wsges  range  from  S1.50  to  $J.5(>.  Th«  general 
average  being  about  12.25  to  83  Twenty-five 
unions  are  working  8  hours  per  day,  107  work  9 
hours,  and  152  cities  shorter  hours  Saturday, 
balance  work  60  hours  per  week. 

FINANOIAIi  STANDING. 

Our  Brotherhood,  without  any  exaggeration, 
oan  feel  proud  of  its  present  financial  btanding. 
At  no  time  in  the  pa^t  year,  out  of  our  host  of 
anions,  have  we  ever  had  a  dozen  unions  in  ar- 
rears more  than  two  n^ontbs.  This  t>hows  we 
are  reaching  a  condition  of  promptness  snd 
discipline,  which  augtirs  will  for  our  future. 
We  are  now  in  a  position  to  meet  sU  l«'gal  claims 

f»romptly,  and  jince  the  new  Constitution  went 
nto  effect,  Deo.  1. 1886,  we  have  not  levied  any 
lenta  on  the  local  unions,  thereby  r*> 
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lieving:  the  menibers  of  a  very  Kreat  annoyance. 
The  busiuetM  of  the  General  Oftlce  haM  l>een  ad- 
miniBtered  with  the  ino8t  rigid  econouiy,aiid  all 
legal  bllld  and  demands  are  paid,  leaving  a  itur- 
plus  on  hand,  July  1,  1888,  of  •TltS'J.^l.  where  at 
last  Convention  we  had  only  S2tiH0.12. 

Aa  the  fiscal  year  begins  July  1, 1888,  thin  flnan- 
cial  report  will  cover  all  receipts  and  expenses 
of  the  General  Office  for  the  two  years  ending 
June  SO  1883.

An  analysis  of  the  above  fiiiHiicial  report  makes 
it  evident  that  the  revenue  from  sale  of  printed 
supplies  and  members'  badges,  nut  only  "overed 
the  entire  cost  of  the  same,  but  in  addition,  net- 
ted a  surplus  sufllcient  to  pay  for  the  co»t  of 
issuing  our  monthly  Jourual— Tiik  CAKFi'UiTEU, 
and  paid  all  our  bills  for  pof«taK<-'.  t^xprecnage, 
and  telegrauiS.  Auart  from  this,  the  actual  cost 
of  management  for  salaries,  organizinic,  and 
office  expenses,  was  only  e<4ual  to  alM>ut  16  cents 
per  year  for  each  member,  or  not  quite  1  >^  cent« 
per  month. 

OUB  BSNEFIT  BY8TMH. 

One  of  the  most  important  questions  to  be  dealt 
with  by  this  Convention,  is  the  amend luent  and 
perfection  of  our  laws  regarding  death  and  dis- 
ability benefits.  The  general  and  collective 
interests  of  the  entire  organization  demand  ade- 
quate protection  of  the  funds  to  insure  the  pay- 
ment of  all  ju««t  and  legal  claims  in  accortianc-e 
with  the  laws  of  equity  and  fairness,  and  not  to 
squander  our  resources  in  the  payment  of  un- 
reasonable and  illegal  demands. 

In  the  performance  of  their  duty,  the  General 
Executive  Board.  refiurdU  sm  of  hentinieTilal  feel- 
ings, or  of  fear  or  favor,  have  pasted  on  each 
claim  with  the  closest  and  mcst  searchitiK  scru 
tiny.  Wherever  the  evident. e  vas  not  sufficient 
to  warrant  payment,  nor  conclusive  enough  to 
justify  disapproval,  every  effort  was  made  to 
secure  further  testimony,  and  the  claimanu  were 
invariably  gi  ven  the  benefit  of  atl  reaiK>nabIe 
doubts  Where  claims  have  been  disapproved, 
and  further  evidence  subsequently  proved  their 
legality,  they  have  been  cheerfully  paid.  These 
tuvestigations  of  course  involved  an  incalculable 
amount  of  labor*  which,  in  nioct  c«ms.  could 
have  been  spared  at  the  first,  if  the  unions  Inter- 
ested had  acted  strictly  in  confoiniity  with  the 
law,  or  had  taken  pains  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  a  knowledge  of  what  is  required  to  consti- 
tute a  valid  claim. 

In  fSsct,  someof  the  claims  prescn.ed  hsd  no 
warrantor  semblance  of  reason  for  presentation 
at  all,  save  it  might  be  the  desire  of  the  lot  al 
union  to  have  the  local  advertisement  of  the 
paymentof  a  benefit,  or  out  of  sympathy  to  finan- 
cially aid  the  claimant,  or.  as  we  know  of  in 
some  cases,  to  avoid  the  responsibiUty  of  the 
local  imion  disapproving  the  claim.  Thus,  In 
this  war,  has  been  imposed  upon  the  General 
Executive  Board,  the  disagreeable  and  unpleas- 
ant duty  of  reiecting  a  large  number  of  claims 
which  naturally  has  aroused,  more  or  less,  the 
hostility  of  some  local  unions,  where  otherwise 
thers  would  be  no  grounds  of  complaint. 

To  so  frame  the  beneficiary  features  of  our 
Constitution,  and  make  them  plain  and  certain 
in  meaning,  for  the  protection  of  our  fkinds  from 
imposition,  and  to  secure  all  guaranteed  benefits 
to  all  members  legally  entitled,  is  a  work  that, 
if  well  done  In  this  Convention,  will  do  much  to 
lighten  the  future  Ubors  of  the  General  Execu- 
llJ.^^^fr'  fewer  grounds  of  complaint 

with  their  dedslons.  We  must  either  reduce 
the  amount  of  beneflu  if  we  are  to  continue  the 
present  undue  risks  we  assume,  or  we  must  sur- 
round the  system  with  adequate  safeguards  and 
provisions  of  security.  The  former  course  I  do 
no4  favor,  as  it  would  be  retrocresslon,  and  I  do 
not  wish  to  see  the  day  when  our  Brotherhood 
wUlever  take  one  step  backwards,  so  the  only 


alternative  Is  to  enact  plain  and  well-deAned 
Uws  on  the  subject. 

As  a  guide  to  your  labors,  1  l>eg  leave  to  make 
tlie  following  as  a  full  report  of  the  workings  of 
our  benetli  iiybtem  for  th«  past  two  years,  from 
July.l.  -'uly  1.  1***^-    1"  that  period  we 

have  paid  out  31 1  bt*nelits,  amounting  to  935,o:^'S.  16. 
In  paying  thtt»e  benetlts,  one  cuMfMameiit  /uu 
been  levied  on  our  niemltt-iH  since  Dec  1. 1886, 
when  the  new  Oonstituiion  went  into  eflect. 
£t)timaiing  on  our  average  memt>enihlp  in  that 
time,  the  cost  of  our  benefit  system  has  been  67 
cents  per  year  for  each  member,  or  6).^  cents  per 
month. 

Of  the  311  boneflts  i>aid,  148  were  for  memberM* 
funeral  benefits,  1&5  wife  funeral  benefits,  and  8 
dinability  l>enertl»,  in  all  averaging  39,' a  years  of 
Age,  the  lowest  sge  being  19,  and  the  highest  age 
71.  In  regard  to  duration  of  membership,  91  were 
less  than  1  year  a  memk>er,  113  kietweeu  1  and  2 
years,  and  104  over  two  years.  Our  general 
death  rate,  based  on  benefits  paid.  Including 
male  and  female  deaths,  averages  about  6  to  the 
thousand;  including  claims  disapproved  it  will 
average  H>i  to  the  thousand,  a  few  unions  having 
exceeded  this  death-rate.  Counting  only  the 
male  deaths,  it  would  be  about  4%  to  the 
thousand. 

The  cause  of  death  or  disability:  oonsumption 
and  kindred  diseases,  119;  fevers,  40;  accidental 
injuries.  28;  heart  disease,  28;  cancer,  13;  hemor- 
rhage,  10;  liver  disease,  9;  apoplexy,  9;  iiaralysis, 
7;  brain  disease.7;  bowel  complaint,?:  dro|>sy, 
6;  stomach  disease,  5;  Uright's  disease,  6;  gen- 
eral debility,  4;  ulcers.  4;  abscess.  8;  pyamia,  2; 
blooil  poisoning,  2;  lockjaw,  1 ;  neuralgia.  1;  and 
tumor,  1. 

Owing  to  legal  and  constitutional  reasons,  in 
the  past  two  years,  the  General  Executive  Board 
have  disapproved  of  139  claims,  amounting  to 
$15,225.  and  by  paying  claims  strictly  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisionsof  the  new  Constitution, 
the  sum  of  tl0.87S  more  has  been  saved,  making 
a  total  of  $26. lUO  thai  would  have  been  paid  by 
the  Brotherhood  if  the  Executive  Board  had  not 
stricilv  adhered  to  an  enforcement  of  thu  laws 
as  laid  down  in  the  new  Constitution.  To  pay 
this  sum  would  have  required  an  assessment  of 
60  oents  per  year  on  each  member  in  good  stand- 
ing. All  receipts  for  benefits,  and  a  list  of  all 
claims  paid  as  well  as  disapproved,  have  been 
published  regularly  in  our  monthly  Journal.

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Tbe  pMt  two  years,  with  the  growth  and  ex- 
panse of  our  Organisation,  hmw  been  prolific  in 
moTements  for  higher  wages,  or  for  reduced 
bonra  of  labor.  The  organised  efforts  of  the 
men  have  enabled  them  in  innumerable  oaaes  to 
gain  eoneeMions  without  having  to  engage  in 
strikes,  while  in  numerous  instances,  where  no 
lieed  was  paid  to  their  reanectful  demands,  not 
only  waaastrike  threatenea,  it  waseven  adopted 
as  a  laat  alternative.  However,  the  number  of 
prolonged  strikes  have  been  very  few;  where  in- 
aulgedin,  they  have  shown  a  tenacity  of  dura> 
tion  likely  to  not  encourage  the  employers  to 
provoke  their  repetltfoa  in  the  future. 

The  combination  of  the  employing  bulldeia,  in 
an  aseodaUon  styled  *'The  Maater  Builders'  Na- 
tional Awoclatton.  predplUtod  Um  Cunoua  lock* 


out  of  the  Chicsgo  bricklayers,  in  the  spring  of 

1887,  which,  in  a  short  time,  involved  the  mem- 
berH  of  the  car|>enters'  unions  in  Chicago.  The 
object  of  the  Ikmhcs,  in  the  lockout,  was  to  break 
down  the  eight-hour  work-day,  and  to  break  up 
the  unions,  and  In  public  tliey  loudly  proclaimed 
that  thev  had  chosen  Chicago  mh  the  battle- 
ground,'* and,  if  MUCoes«ful,  they  no  doubt  next 

ftroposcd  to  make  a  geiictal  uitsck  on  unionism 
n  other  cities.  'I'he  situation  w  as  critical !  One 
of  our  best  organized  cities  was  in  daniter  of  dls- 
organizatioii.  At  once  our  Oenersl  Kiecutive 
Board  came  prouiptly  to  the  aid  of  Chicsgo,  and 
with  such  prompt  and  telling  ffTect,  that  the 
eight-hour  work-day,  and  the  right  to  organize, 
have  been  maintaiiiedl  At  the  outlet  of  that 
light,  tlie  Knights  of  Labor  Carpenters  of  Chi- 
cago sent  out  a  circular  calling  on  all  our  local 
unions  to  forward  moneys  to  them.  To  offset 
this  scheme,  and  to  get  the  money  of  the  Protect- 
ive Fund  into  an  accountable  feha))e,  the  General 
Executive  Board  decided  to  call  on  ibe  local 
unions  to  forward  all  their  Protective  Fund  to 
Headquarters,  payable  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
The  situation,  at  that  time,  demanded  Kuch  action 
and  expi*rience;  hince,  in  the  handling  of  the 
moneys  bent  to  Bichmond  and  Hnmilton  have 
proven  thu  \\  i.-^dom  of  the  eours<-,  and.  while  it 
may  not  have  been  strictly  constitutional,  yet,  on 
a  review  of  the  factH,  I  am  of  the  opinion  this 
Convention  will  not  onlv  sanction  the  action  of 
the  K.xecutive  Board  in  that  particular,  but  I  am 
in  hoiH-M  that  tsuch  leKi»<lation  may  be  here  enact- 
e<l,  a.>4  will  place  the  I'rotective  Fund  in  a  more 
available  and  efleetive  hhape,  for  the  future. 

At  the  very  moment  when  the  lockout  took 
place  in  Chicago,  the  contractors  in  Toronto, 
Canada,  inaugurated  a  Imkout  of  all  union  car- 
|KMilers,  f«)r  the  very  ^ame  reasons  that  provoked 
the  tnmble  in  Chicago.  Tlu'  (ieneral  Executive 
Board  caaie  to  the  support  of  Toronto  in  the  same 
way  a.H  in  the  case  of  Chicajio-  The  moneys  used 
in  Chicago  and  Toronto,  and  in  other  instuncea, 
are  rtt>t)rted  under  the  head  of  "Protective 
Fund." 

In  dealing  with  strikes  and  lockouts,  and  the 
many  demands  for  financial  aid  and  sanction  in 
trade  troubles,  the  General  Kxeculive  Board  have 
used  every  means  possible  to  prevent  and  avoid 
strikes,  deeming  it  of  far  more  importance  to 
first  build  up  an<l  i>erfect  our  OrKanization.  than 
to  enter  into  hasty  and  unpre{)are<l  strikej'.  They 
have  discounteixan  ced  all  iratle  movements 
earl v  in  the  seiuxm.  advisiiix  h  later  date;  and 
whenever  demands  have  Ijeen  unreasonable, 
they  have  suggested  a  modification  of  them,  and 
in  eaises  where  help  should  be  given,  they  have 
iM'en  only  too  ready  to  extend  it,  and  would 
have  clone  far  more,  had  our  l*rotective  Fund 
been  in  a  more  available  shape.  Their  greatest 
eml>arni.Hsment  hai>  been  to  satisfy  all  the  calls 
for  relief  or  sanction,  com  ing  in,  as  they  did  this 
spring,  at  the  rate  of  46  calls  for  help  in  the 
month  of  April.  To  meet  all  the  demands,  each 
claiming  urgent  help  as  much  as  the  other,  is  no 
etisy  ta.sk.

For  instantH',  in  two  yearn  we  have  ndyant-etl 
wages  from  25  to  7S  eents  per  day  in  ItW  eities  un- 
der our  jurisdiction.  This  affected  fully  l.r»,i«)t> 
membeni,  which,  at  an  average  of  ^)  cents  ad- 
vance per  day,  would  make  a  gnin  of  ?13,(M)l)  jn-r 
day  to  those  members ;  or  on  a  basis  of  9  in«>nths' 
wtirk  per  year,  fi.SOH.OOO  more  watfcs  annually 
for  these  26^000  memlxrs.  When  we  also  add  the 
non-union  men  who  liave  sharetl  in  this  advance, 
it  will  bring  the  amount  to  fully  four  nMlli<»n  and 
a-half  dollars  more  wages  per  year  that  have 
been  secured  for  and  placetl  in  the  ptn  kets  of  the 
union  and  non-union  ciirpenters  through  the 
agency  and  work  of  our  BrotherhtHnl. 

Tlie'  luoveuieal  fur  a  retiucliun  t»l"  the  htmrs  ..f 
labor  has  encountered  far  more  oppt>sitit>n.  in 
some  instances,  than  has  the  demands  for  in- 
creased wages.  Notably  in  Toronto,  St.  I*aul, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago,  Hamilton,  Troy,  anti  Ki«  li- 
mond,  the  employers  made  a  very  bitter  light 
against  shorter  hours  of  labor.  Ct>unting  all  the 
gains  of  the  past  two  years,  we  And  the  ^ittlalion 
is  as  follows:  25 cities  now  have  estal>H>he«l  the 
eight-hour  system,  107  cities  are  working  nine 
hours  a  day,  and  152  cities  are  working  eight  or 
nine  hours  a  day  on  Satunlays.  In  the  cities 
t  affected  by  these  reductions  in  the  hours  of  Ia)M>r. 
a  tiarcful  resume  shows  that  fully  21»>,';'nn  tionrs 
less  work  per  week  have  been  gainetl  tt>  the  uni«)n 
and  non-union  men  in  those  cities,  ami  this  has 
provided  employment  for  4,000  more  men,  who 
otherwise  woultl  have  been  out  in  the  lalnir 
market  competing  for  employment  with  th<»f*«'  at 
work,  the  sole  effect  of  which  woultl  l»e  sijuply 
to  reduce  the  wages  of  those  employed.  li\  re- 
ducing the  hours  of  daily  labor,  we  are  thereby 
not  only  (x>ntrolling  the  supply  of  labtir.  but  •%  e 
are  furnishing  employment  to  others,  and  at  the 
same  time  i)revenflng  any  decrea.se  in  wjiges, 
while  establishing  the  conditions  lietxrssary  to 
gain  an  advantx'  in  pay.

OONSOLIDATIOH  OF  THB  UNITED 
OBDBB. 

As  soon  as  my  office  in  Philadelphia  was  in 
fair  workintc  <>i^eri  I  to  work  to  re-open  ni*- 
fcotiations  with  the  United  Or«ler  of  CariK'iiters, 
of  New  York  and  vicinity.  After  wmsidcrable 
correspondence,  a  conference  was  held  din  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  Ap»'*'  ^.  and  with  giHH\  effect  in 
our  favor.  The  committee  representinK  our  or- 
tCitniaMtion,  was  chosen,  and  friven  |)owers  as 
directed  by  resolution  adopted  at  the  Buffalo 
Con%'entlon.  The  terms  there  aflrreed  upon  were 
not  appiirently  satisfactory  to  a  certain  element 
in  the  Unitc<l  Order,  so  after  considerable  cor- 
respondenci*  ami  atcitatton,  a  second  conference 
was  held  in  Philadeluhia  May  la.lKHH.and  to  meet 
the  desire  of  the  U.  O..  our  original  committee  of 
three  w>»s  enlanred  so  as  to  havest'veii  from  each 
body.   The  conference  terminatiHl  very  harmo- 


niously, and  with  an  unanimity  of  foellnR  and 
terms  uifreed  on  as  publinhe^l  in  .lune  ('ahVr<«- 
TKK.  Tliem;  terms  have  Nlii<;e  i»een  ratified  by 
the  LniK-d  Order,  by  a  vote  »»f  twerity-tlve  lo«lKeM 
in  favor  of  consolidation,  to  two  ifxlKCs  iiKniriHt. 
The  element  of  the  II.  O.  op|>oM*d  U>  <MinMillda^ 
tion,  has  used  everv  pretext  and  every  means, 
even  rtrsortiiiic  to  the  (X»urts  Ut  procure  an  in- 
junction, in  order  to  prevent  a  unideation  «»f  the 
cariH-nters'  oncanizationH  of  America.  The  in- 
junction, however,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  has  l>een 
dissolved,  and  here  in  this  ci>nven{ion,  seven 
delcKates  of  the  United  Order  have  presented 
themselves  to  take  part  with  us  in  our  lalMirs, 
and  to  solidify  the  terms  of  consolidation,  which 
are  presented  here  for  your  acc«-ptancc. 

OXNKBAIj  beview. 

In  compliance  with  the  orders  of  the  Buffalo 
Convention,  the  headquarters  of  the  Brother- 
hood were  removed  from  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to 
Philadelphia,  and  located  here  on  I>eceml>er  4, 
1HH6.  I  t1tte<l  up  the  office  as  ordered  by  the  last 
convention,  and  it  is  well  equipped  in  every  re- 
si>ect  for  the  work  of  the  orKanization. 

On  I>(>cemlM>r  2H,  1MH6,  the  Executive  Board  or- 
Kanir.ed  in  Philadcli)hia.  The  General  Secretary 
and  the  (leneral  Treasurer  were  each  placed 
under  secure  bt>ndH,  duly  recorded,  according  to 
law.  On  January  25,  1H87,  the  t;a.Hh  balance  in 
Iwnk  in  Cleveland,  was  transferred  to  the  new 
(ieneral  Treasurer,  James  Troy. 

DurinK  Bro.  Troy's  term  as  Treasurer,  I  turned 
over  to  him  all  surplus  moneys,  as  required  by 
the  Constitution.  His  financial  account  in  ua

The  (Jeneral  Executive  Board  has  met  regu- 
larly ever  since  Its  ortranizatioii  in  Pliihuiclphia, 
and  has  met  once  every  week,  and  very  often 
twice  a  week,  to  dispatch  the  immense  amount 
of  business  that  has  attended  the  growth  of  our 
societv.  They  have  pa.H.>(ed  u^n  a  multitude  of 
appeals  and  jn"icvances,  audited  my  aecounti> 
monthly,  and  supervised  the  int^'rests  of  the 
Brotherho<xl.  Kiviiif?  to  their  duties  the  utmost 
care  and  zealous  attiention,  which  required  a 
large  amount  of  sacriflce  and  (levotion  on  their 
part.  Their  decisions,  along  with  the  regular 
official  proceedings,  are  published  monthly  in 
Thk  Carpentkh. 

On  February  26,  1K87.  the  General  Executive 
Board  franied  the  cxkIc  of  .\p]>rentiee  Hules, 
which  have  since  been  regularly  published  in 
our  Journal.  On  the  matter  of  adopting  a  Tool 
Benetlt  and  Superannuation  Benefit,  tliey  recom- 
mend lH>th  matters  be  held  in  abeyance  until  our 
present  lieneflt  system  is  more  safely  guanled 
and  perfected.  And  in  the  matter  of  forming 
district  organizations,  the  Executive  Board  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system  now  in 
vogue  in  many  places,  of  forming  Carpenters' 
Councils,  meets  the  case  well  enough. 

In  the  pt'rformance  of  my  duty.  I  have  planned 
and  published  ledgers,  day-lKH)ks,  trea.surer's 
books  and  lM>nds,  cards,  blanks  of  various  sorts, 
and  other  paraphernalia  required  by  the  local 
unions. 

Shortly  after  adjournment  of  the  Buffalo  Con- 
vention, 1  notified  Mi.spended  l^nion  No.  1,  of 
Washington,  I>.  C,  as  to  the  conditions  li.xcd  by 
the  Convention  for  their  reinstatement.  On  Sept. 
4,  18M6.  they  aske<l  t»»  1h'  allowed  S:«i(><leatli  Is-ne- 
llts  paid  by  tlicni  duiiiig  suspcnaiioii.  Tliir>sum 
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WAS  moT«  than  they  owed  ns,  and  Afirftin  on  Sept. 
1«,  they  ftMked  for  a  vote  of  our  local  unions  on 
the  propoHition.  I  consulted  the  K.  B.  ami  (Jen- 
eml  I*rt'Hident  Shields,  and  they  deeidetl  that  if 
Union  No.  1  desired  to  be  reinstated,  it  could  do 
BO  only  by  acceptin^f  the  terms  laid  down  by  the 
Buffalo  Convention. 

BSOOMMSNDATION8. 

I  would  most  respectfully  submit  to  this  Con- 
Tention  the  foUowin^f  recommendations : 

1.  Perfection  of  our  benefit  laws,  and  the  in- 
crease of  the  disability  benefit  to  8800  on  five 
years*  membership. 

2.  Amendment  of  our  laws  in  regard  to  strike*, 
lockouts,  and  Protective  Fund  ;  to  make  the  re- 
lief, in  cases  of  trouble,  more  prompt  and  etTective. 

8.  The  consideration  of  the  constitutional 
amendments  sufCKested  by  the  £.  B.,  and  pre- 
sented to  this  Convention. 

4.  The  adoption  of  a  new  ritual  and  secret- 
work,  to  meet  the  present  demands  of  our  Or- 
ganization. 


5.  Anlhority  be  jfivcn  the  E.  K  to  eall  In  nil  t>i« 
old  charters, an<l  i»viue  anew  charter, eml/!eriiHtic 
of  the  craft,  and  Muitat>ly  deiiit(iiiMj  and  vtitcravcU, 
to  l>e  Kiven  frev  to  all  the  local  uiiiuns. 

6.  Power  should  l>o  placed  in  the  hands  of  tiiu 
General  Officers  to  visit  local  uniuiiM  whenever 
mH>e»i!«ary,  and  iiiMpec-t  the  booksaiid  ai*c<>untM,  to 
see  that  the  interests  uf  the  membera  and  of  the 
Brotherhood  are  protected. 

7.  The  General  l*resi«lent  and  R.R.  should  have 
authority  to  check  local  unions  from  niakintc  un- 
due, illeical  or  eztravai^nnt  expenditures. 

8.  A  general  code  of  rulcfl  to  fcovern  sick  l>ene- 
flts  should  ho  adopted  by  this  C^invention  for  the 
fcuidance  of  local  unions  adopting  sick  iH'netits. 

9.  The  questions  of  fictitious  butldiiiK  "iKtoms," 
speculative  overstock iaic  of  the  laUir  iimrke'l, 
excessive  emixration,  tcradiuK  <>f  waK^'s.  piece- 
work, the  apprentice  sy»teni.  working  with  noi»- 
uni«>n  men,  and  other  kindred  bubjccls,  need  to 
be  acted  ou  by  this  Convculiou. 


And  now.  In  concltision,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  srrateful  thanks  to  the  ofTlr^rs 
and  members  of  all  tho  local  unions,  for  their  many  kind  expresMiitn.s  of  fnUertuil  kindnt-MM  t«>  uw, 
and  for  their  effective  and  valuable  co-opi>ration  in  the  <»fficial  duties  intruMte«i  to  nic  an  (ivricrul 
Secretary.  As  I  stand  here  before  you,  I  feel  satisfietl  of  having  done  all  in  my  |>owcr,  day  mid 
night,  on  every  occasion,  to  fulfil  the  hi^h  trusts  of  my  otllce,  faithfully  an<l  honestly,  t«)  atlvance 
the  welfare  of  the  whole  Oncautzation,  and  to  place  our  Brotherh<MHl  in  the  fon-uioptt  ranks  of 
the  labor  orgaaizatiOM  of  our  laud.  Aud  in  this,  I  hope  my  efforts  will  meet  your  worthy 
^proval.

These  twocomroittees  met  in  Philadelphia  May 
12-13, 1888,  l>einK  fully  represented;  General  Sec- 
retary P.  J.  McGuire  also  beinic  present.  The 
proceedinffs  of  the  conference  were  very  har- 
monious. Terms  of  consolidation  were  agreed 
upon.  The  terms  of  consolidation  are  as  follows, 
and,  on  our  part,  are  submitted  to  this  Conven- 
tion for  ratification : 

1.  The  name  of  the  united  Organiiation  shall 
be  The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  of 
America.  .  _ 

2.  The  name  of  the  local  bodies  shall  be  Local 
Unions,  and  they  shall  be  chartered  in  their  nu- 
merical order. 

8.  The  lodees  In  the  U.  O.  are  to  reoeive  their 
charters  and  outfits  free 

4.  That  mav  member  going  from  one  district  to 
another,  shaJl  pay  the  regular  dues  and  aaaess- 
mentfl  in  said  district,  and  comply  with  the  local 
trade  rules  governing  said  district  in  regard  to 
wages  and  hours  of  Tabor,  and  shall  deposit  his 
transfer  card  as  soon  as  possible,  and  not  later 
than  30  days,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  anv 
benefits  of  the  L.  U.  to  which  he  is  transferred, 
only  as  prescribed  in  the  Local  By-Laws  of  the 
said  L.  U  .  ^  , 

6.  That  no  money  in  the  consolidated  Organi- 
sation be  used  for  political  purposes,  demonstra- 
tions, or  reoeptloos  to  puolio  men,  except  for 
Labor  Day,  or  to  further  trade  or  labor  Interests. 

0.  That  all  money  and  other  property  now  in 
the  U.  O.  shall  remain  in  their  possession,  and 
be  disborsed  as  their  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
specify ;  but  after  these  terms  of  consolidation 
go  into  effect,  there  shall  be  proper  financial 
provision  made  for  the  reserve  ana  payment  of 
the  Protective  Fund  and  Capita  Tax.  as  now  re- 
quired by  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Carpenters  and  Joiners. 

7.  That  all  Constitutions  and  By-Laws,  cards, 
charters,  and  other  stationery  be  received  from 
the  General  Executive  of  the  United  Brother- 
hood of  Carpenters  of  America. 

8.  That  each  district  or  locality  make  its  own 
local  rules  in  regard  to  sick  dues  and  benefits, 
tool  benefits,  walking  delegates,  and  Employ- 
ment Secretary's  salary,  etc 

9.  All  benefits,  such  as  funeral,  accident,  and 
disability,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  now  es- 
tablished by  the  ihrotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  of  America. 

10.  That  all  members  of  the  U.  O.  now  In  good 
standing  and  benefits,  not  over  60  years  of  age, 
with  the  exception  of  honorary  members,  shall 
be  recognized  as  members  in  good  standing,  en- 
titled to  general  financial  benefits  in  the  United 
Brotherhood.  *No  member  of  the  U.  O.  in  good 
standing,  shall  be  deprived  of  any  benefits  now 
guaranteed  to  him  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  of  the  U.  O  ,  but  all  funeral  and  disability 
benefits  now  g^uaranteed  to  members  of  the  U. 
O.  who  are  now  over  00  years  of  age,  and  entitled 
to  such  bMieflts,  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  what  are  now  known  as  the  lodges  of  the  U.  O. 

IL  All  members  who  are  recognized  as  honor- 
ary members  in  either  organization,  can  only  be 
transferred  as  honorary  members,  and  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  funeral  or  disability  benefit  of 
the  United  Brotherhood,  and  no  per  capita  tax 
to  be  paid  on  the  same. 

12.  These  terms  of  consolidation  to  go  into 
eff'ect,  upon  ratification  by  both  bodlM,  not  later 
than  July  14, 1888;  members  of  the  U.  O.  to  be- 
come beneficiary  at  the  expiration  of  six  months, 
as  now  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  Amer- 
ica. Meanwhile, during  the  six  months'  interim, 
all  benefits  now  guaranteed  by  the  U.  O.  i^all 
be  paid  from  the  funds  now  in  possession  of  the 
U.  O. 


13.  That  the  U.  O.  be  entitled  to  seven  dele- 
gates in  the  next  Convention,  aeleoied  liy  the 
Grand  Executive  Council,  three  to  reprca«ut 
New  York,  two  to  represent  Kings  County,  and 
two  to  represent  New  Jersey,  witti  seats,  voice, 
and  votes  in  that  l>ody,  and  a  representation  in 
the  Committee  on  Constitution. 

11.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  Ii*wn  in  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  either  Organization  In 
conflict  with  the  terms  a)>ov«  prescribed,  are 
hereby,  and  the  same  shall  )>e.  repealed,  upon 
tho  ratification  of  these  terms  by  both  organi- 
zations. 

15.  All  of  the  above  are  declared  adopted  as  a 
whole 

Id.  The  secretaries  of  this  conference,  Thos.  J. 
Flemming,  of  the  Broiherhood,  and  Jms.  H. 
Perry,  of  the  U.  O  ,are  appointed  asa  (Vtmmittee 
of  Printing,  to  havet  hette  term*  properly  priuted 
and  with  power  to  affix  the  signatures  of  the  full 
Committee  of  Coufereuoe.

JUKK  4,  1888  —I  received  an  appeal  from  (J.  8., 
stating,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  enormous 
growth  would  entail  on  him,  as  Secretary  of  this 
Convention,  a  larger  amount  of  work.  In  order  to 
keep  the  records  and  to  give  information,  he 
therefore  requested  me  to  appoint  Bro.  Tho^.  J. 
Flemming,  Secretary  of  General  KzecuUve 
Board,  to  attend  this  Convention  to  stieak  for 
the  General  Executive  Board,  and  to  represent 
it  before  the  Conjmittee  on  Grievances,  or  any 
other  committees  which  may  desire  information. 

After  carefully  considering  the  subject,  I  re- 
cognized the  fact  that  the  mostimportaitt  branch 
of  our  Organization  was  not.  under  our  laws, 

J>rovided  with  power  of  i-epre^ntation.  I  there- 
ore  appointed  Bro.  T.  J  Flemming  to  appear  at 
this  Convention  with  all  books,  records,  and 
papers  of  the  E.  B.,  and  appear  before  any  com- 
mittee requiring  explanation  of  the  workings 
of  the  B.  B.,  or  of  claims  disapproved,  or  appeals 
decided,  by  the  E.  B.  The  alx>ve  appointment 
was  unanimously  endorsed  by  K.  B.,  and  Brr>. 
Thos.  J.  Flemming  is  here  to  represent  the  K.  8. 

During  mv  term  as  General  President,  1  have 
approved  of  commissions  for  57  Organizers,  mnd 
owing,  in.  some  measure,  to  their  efforts  in  the 
organizing  field,  and  the  enormous  amount  of 
work  done  at  theOcneral  Office  in  this  direciion, 
we  may  attribute  our  vast  growth.  1  trust  in 
the  future,  as  in  the  past,  this  work  will  oontiaue. 

I  have  alrto  received  various  appeaN  from  de- 
cisions rendered  by  K  B.;  the  same  will  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Convention,  knowing  they  will 
receive  your  whole  attention,  and  reooguizing 
the  fact  that  Justice  will  be  done  in  every  case. 
1  most  sincerely  trust  that  the  decisions,  as  ren- 
dered bv  this  Convention,  will  bo  accepted  in 
the  spirit  of  justice  to  tho  whole  Brotherhood,  as 
well  as  those  whom  they  att'ect. 

Herein  conclusion,  perm  it  me  t^  state  that  dur-

I  also  bind  myself  not  t^)  indulge  in 
any  public  talk  or  dtacuasion.  either  in  the  streeta  or  any  publio  place,  as  to  the  proceedinicb  of  this 
Odtoveution.  or  the  action  of  any  of  its  deleKates.

To  the  0£tcer$  and  Delegate*  of  tke  Fifth  BiennicU  Convention  of  the  B.  of  C.  and  J.  of  A.: 
Tour  Committee  on  BesoluUons  beg  leave  to  tubmit  thr  following: 

ReMolved,  That  we,  as  a  body,  thoroughly  approve  of  the  objects  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  and  pledge  ouraelTes  to  give  it  our  earnest  and  hearty  support. 

Re»olved,  That  members  of  this  organisation  should  make  it  a  rule,  wben  purchasing  goods,  to 
call  for  those  which  bear  the  trade-marks  of  organized  labor<  and  when  any  individual,  firm,  or 
corporation,  shall  strike  a  blow  at  labor  organisation,  they  are  earnestly  requested  to  give  that 
individual,  firm  or  corporation  their  careful  consideration.  No  good  union  man  can  kiss  the  rud 
that  afflicts  him. 

Resolved^  That  the  Brotherhood  Is,  and  always  has  been,  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  KnlKhts 
of  Labor  or  any  other  labor  organization  in  advancing  the  principles  enunciated  by  that  order— in 
educating  and  uplifting  the  msases  in  all  branches  of  honorable  toU. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  members  should  vote  intelligently ;  hence, 
the  members  of  this  Brotherhood  ahall  strive  to  secure  legislation  in  favor  of  those  who  produce 
the  wealth  of  the  country,  and  all  discussions  and  resolutions  in  tliat  directiun  sliall  be  in  order  at 
any  regular  meeting,  but  party  politics  must  be  excluded. 

Resolved,  That  we  most  earnestly  condemn  the  practice  in  vogue  in  manr  cities,  but  more* 
especially  In  the  west,  of  advertislBg  fictltknis  building  booms,  as  it  has  a  tendency  to  demoralize 
the  trade  in  such  locallUea. 

Resolved^  That,  while  we  welcome  to  our  shores  all  who  come  with  the  honest  Intention  of 
becoming  lawful  citizens,  we  at  the  same  time  condemn  the  present  system,  which  allows  the 
importation  of  destitute  laborers,  and  urge  organized  labor  everywhere  to  endeavor  to  secure  the 
enactment  of  more  stringent  immigration  laws. 

Reaolved,  That  we  most  severely  ceusure  the  course  of  the  Canadian  government  in  appro- 
priating moneys  to  assist  immigration,  as  it  is  to  the  detriment^  not  only  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Provinces,  but  to  the  worUngmen  of  America  at  large. 


Retailed,  That  we  approve  of  the  rule*  Roveniiii^  apprentices  adopted  by  our  Qeneral  E.  B., 
February  20, 1887,  according  to  inalructious  of  our  last  general  convention,  and  urge  all  local  unions 
to  endeavor  to  secure  their  enforcement. 

Ketolved^  Tliat  we  most  emphatically  discourage  carpenters  and  joiners  from  organizing  aa 
carpenters  under  the  Knights  of  Labor,  as  we  believe  each  trade  should  be  organized  under  its  own 
trade  head  in  a  trade  union.

Resolved.,  That  we  hold  it  as  a  sacred  principle  that  Trades  Union  men,  above  all  others,  should 
set  a  good  example  as  good  and  faithful  workmen,  performing  their  duties  to  their  employers  with 
honor  to  themselves  and  their  organization. 

\VKerea»,  We  believe  a  material  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  would  result  to  our  advantage; 

Reaolved,  That  this  convention  state  a  time,  not  later  than  June  1,  1890,  when  the  eight  hour 
work  day  shall  be  put  in  force,  the  same  to  be  submitted  to  the  Local  Unions  for  their  approval,  a 
two-thirds  vote  being  necessary  to  adopt 

We  recognise  that  the  interests  of  all  classes  of  labor  are  identical,  regardless  of  occupation, 
nationality,  religion  or  color,  for  a  wrong  done  to  one  is  a  wrong  done  to  all. 

We  hold  a  reduction  of  hours  for  a  day's  work  increases  the  intelligence  and  happiness  of  the 
laborer,  and  also  increases  the  demand  for  labor,  and  the  price  of  a  day's  work. 

We  object  to  prison  contract  labor,  because  it  puts  the  criminal  in  competition  with  honorable 
labor  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  down  wages,  and  also  because  it  helps  to  overstock  the  labor 
market.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Moved  Article  20  as  submitted  by  the  E.  B.  be  adopted  as  a  whole ;  amended^ 
it  be  taken  up  aeriaiim.   Further  amended,  the  old  Article  20  be  adopted  as  it  now 
reads  in  the  Constitution.   A  vote  was  taken.   The  amendment  to  the  amendment 
was  lost,  and  the  motion  to  consider  the  subject  seriatim  prevailed. 
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Section  3,  Article  20  of  report  of  Committee  or  Amendment  40  wm  diacnased. 
Moved,  it  be  adopted  aa  read.  Amended,  that  the  word  Gfeneral"  be  inaerted  before 
the  title  "strikes  and  lockouts." 

Amendment  carried. 

Moved,  that  the  whole  of  Article  20,  as  reported,  be  rejected.    So  ordered. 
Amendment  41  was  adopted  as  read. 

Amendment  42  was  adopted  as  read  with  amendment  of  Section  1  and  2  of  Article 
22,  to  provide  for  seven  Vice  Presidents,  one  from  each  district.    So  ordered. 

Amendment  42  was  further  amended  so  that  Section  2  read  Philadelphia  and 
vicinity,  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles."   So  ordered. 

Amendment  43  adopted,  with  amendment  to  include  members  of  £.  B."  So 
ordered. 

Amendment  44,  45  and  47  adopted  as  reported. 

Amendment  48,  Article  30,  Section  1,  amended  to  strike  out  thirty  days  and  insert 
sixty  days.    Lost    Amended  to  strike  out  the  word  "  withdrawn."  Loet. 
Amendment  48  adopted  as  reported. 

Amendment  63  in  regard  to  overtime,  not  adopted.  Left  to  the  districta.  So 
ordered. 

On  motion  it  was  reaolved  to  adopt  the  old  clause  of  Constitution  in  regard  to 
Capita  Tax  and  Protective  Fund.  Amended  that  one  half  of  Protective  Fund  (the 
sum  of  2}  cents  per  month)  be  sent  to  the  General  Office  monthly.  Amendment 
prevailed.   So  ordered. 

Moved,  to  alter  Sections  15  and  16  of  Article  20  of  old  Constitution  \  elating  to 
Protective  Fund  to  agree  with  the  preceding  motion.  So  ordered,  and  the  section  &s 
revised  was  adopted. 

Moved,  a  new  section  be  inserted  in  Article  20  to  provide  where  a  DistrictlCouncil 
exists  or  is  formed,  it  shall  adopt  rules  for  the  government  of  strikes  in  that  district 
subject  to  approval  of  E.  B.  Carried. 

Moved,  the  Protective  Fund  now  on  hand  in  the  Local  Unions  shall  be  at  command 
of  the  E.  B.  for  any  l^ally  sustained  trade  movement.  Carried. 

Moved,  we  rise  from  committee  of  the  whole  and  request  leave  to  sit  again.  So 
ordered. 

Committee  rose,  reported  and  further  time  granted. 

Bbo.  Rowland  in  the  Chair.   Resolved  to  continue  in  session  uctil  six  P. 
Carried. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ritual.
